Among the Scotch was ®& little teliow 
named Willie Hourstou, who was some 
thing of a Tartar in hie wav, whom the 
French had, from experience, & wholess]e 

dread of, and after the sbove mentioned 
fight endeavored to conrt his favour on 
every occasion. Matters therefors a 
this went on smoothly enough for souwe 
ti:ne. 

The servants of the Hnidson’e Bay that 
were bronght from 8 ‘ottand were mostly 
engaged to erve for five years, those from 
Quchec and Mo.treal for three years. Tne 
waces in those days were somewhat low 
being £20 for apprentice clerks, from £20 
to £25 for carpenters and £17 fur labour- 
ers perannum Out of this the men had 
to furnish their own clothing, tea, sugar 
and tobacco, and in most cases their own 
ralt. Consequently the savings of 4 labour 
er, for his first contract of three or five 
years, were very small indced, uale-¢ he 
exercised the stricteet economy After the 
first contract higher wages were nsualls 
given, especially to faithfal and tra-t- 
worthy men. Those of this character, 
who had a feir amount of education, had 
a good chance of rising in the service, by 
being put in charge of some outlying post 
and iu euch cases there were certain 
allowances granted in addition to th 
salary which enabled one to get along 
without having toepend much of hi in- 
come. 

A great many men remained for a 
onsiderable length of “ime in the 
company’s service and some of them had 
caved quire a handsome lot of money, on 
retiring, which they carefully handled and 
kept thom in comfort the remaining vears 
of ‘heir hfe. Many of these old servants 
mever returned totheir native country, 
ut generallp setiled down in what wa- 
known as tae Red River Settlement. The 
present inhabitants of the parishes of 
Mapleton, St. Andrew's and St. Paul's, 19 
Manitoba, are chiefly decendante of these 
retired cervants of the company. 

But to return to Norway Hcuse. Short 
ly after we, the Scotch lade, had thie 
slight misunderstanding with the French, 
a party of the men at the Fort were told 
off to go to the lumber camp, which was 
about two days journey from the fort, and 
I myself happened to be one of the nnmber 
The most of the party were French, ond I 
gotalong with them all rght and rea'ly 
epentavery pleasant time.

One of the most original as well as in- 
teresting of any of the world’s fair 
projects is that fora children’s depart- 
ment, the details of which are now un- 
der considcration. The lady managers 
are naturally called upon to be the 
godmothers of suclt a scheme, and word 
from Mrs. Potter Palmer has been re- 
ceived by Wilson L. Gill, of New York 


fair grounds will be granted for this 
purpose. 

The plan, says the New York Tribune, 
as it has taken shape thus far, is for the 
erection of a building which shall have 
two separate afid distinct parts, one for 
the disscmination of knowledge by 
means of lectures, and the other by 
means of articles for the use of chil- 
dren. For this purpose there should be 
a large auditorium, where arrangements 
could be made for lectures, illustrated 
with the stereopticon. In this way a 
good many things relative to child-life 
in various nations could be shown— 
things which it would be impossible to 
demonstrate with the children them- 
selves. Such lectures and exhibitions 
would-be carried on from hour to hour 
end day to dzy,as long as there were 
audiences to listen.

Salt for Cleariag Water. 

The formation of mud shoals at the 
mouths of rivers is duc to the admix- 
ture of salt water with fresh water 
holding fine particles of mud in solution. 
The pure water is so affected by the 
contact that it throws down the mud 
which it might otherwise have held in 
suspension for many days. The action 
of salt in thus clearing water was an- 
nounced to the British geologie=] soci- 
ety not long since as a new discovery; 
but the American Journal of Science 
and Arts asserts that the clearing of 
water by salt, as wellas by alum, has 
been a popular recipe for ages. It also 
mentions an American publication in 
which the action at the mouths of riv- 
ers is pointedly referred to.
